The fifth one said, “My 
husband, when entering (the house) is a 
leopard, and when going out, is a lion. 
He does not ask about whatever is in 
the house.””” The sixth one said, “If my 
husband eats, he eats too much (leaving 
the dishes empty), and if he drinks he 
leaves nothing, and if he sleeps he 
sleeps alone (away from me) covered in 
garments and does not stretch his hands 
here and there so as to know how I fare 
(get along).” The seventh one said, 
“My husband is a wrong-doer or weak 
and foolish. All! the defects are present 
in him. He may injure your head or 
your body or may do both.” The eight 
one said, “My husband is soft to touch 
like a rabbit and smells like a Zarnab (a 
kind of good smelling grass).” The 
ninth one said, “My husband isa tall 
generous man wearing a long strap for 
carrying his sword.” His ashes are 
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'! (H.1590) She compares her husband with a leopard which is well-known for being shy, 
harmless and fond of too much sleep. She compares him with a lion when he is out for 
fighting. Besides, he does not interfere in the home affairs, e.g., he does not ask her how 
much she has spent, nor does he criticize any fault he may notice. 


2! (H.1590) He is noble and brave. 
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abundant” and _ his house is near to the 
people who would easily consult 
him.”” The tenth one said, “My 


husband is Malik, and what is Malik? 
Malik is greater than whatever I say 
about him. (He is beyond and above all 
praises which can come to my mind). 
Most of his camels are kept at home 
(ready to be slaughtered for the guests) 
and only a few are taken to the 
pastures. When the camels hear the 
sound of the lute (or the tambourine) 
they realize that they are going to be 
slaughtered for the guests.”

She 
informed me, saying, “When he talked 
to me secretly the first time, he said 
that Jibrael (Gabriel) used to review the 
Qur’4n with him once every year. He 
added, ‘But this year he review it with 
me twice and therefore I think that my 
time of death has approached. So, be 
afraid of Allah, and be patient, for I am 
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the best predecessor for you (in the 
Hereafter).’ ” Fatima added, “So I wept 
as you (‘Aisha) witnessed.

So when Abdi Dhar saw ‘Ali, he 
followed him, and none of them asked 
his companion about anything, and 
when it was dawn, Abii Dhar «sw ,2, 
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took his journey-food and his 
water-skin to the mosque and stayed 
there all the day long without being 
perceived by the Prophet s., at wit, 
and when it was evening, he came back 
to his retiring place. ‘Ali passed by him 
and said, “Has the man not known his 
dwelling place yet?” So, ‘Ali let him 
get up and took him (to his house) and 
none of them spoke to the other about 
anything. When it was the third day, 
‘Ali did the same and Abd Dhar stayed 
with him. Then ‘AIi said, “Will you tell 
me what has brought you here?” Aba 
Dhar said, “If you give me a firm 
promise that you will guide me, then I 
will tell you.” ‘Ali promised him, and 
he informed ‘AIi about the matter. ‘Ali 
said, “It is true, and he is the Messenger 
of Allah. Next morning when you get 
up, accompany me, and if I see any 
danger for you, I will stop as if to pass 
water, but if I go on, follow me and 
enter the place which I will enter.” Aba 
Dhar did so, and followed ‘Ali till he 
entered the place of the Prophet we wi 
sx, and Abi Dhar went in with him. 
Aba Dhar listened to some of the 
Prophet’s talks and embraced Islam on 
the spot. The Prophet .., ue wu. said to 
him, “Go back to your people and 
inform them (about it) till you receive 
my order.” Abi Dhar said, “By Him in 
Whose Hand my life is, I will proclaim 
my conversion loudly amongst them 
(i.e. the pagans).” So he went out, and 
when he reached the mosque he said as 
loudly as possible, “I bear witness that 
La ilaha ill-Allah (none has the right to 
be worshipped but Allah), and 
Muhammad 1, wi. is the Messenger 
of Allah.” The people got up and beat 
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him till he was badly hurt. Then 
Al-‘Abbas came and knelt over him (to 
protect him) and said (to the people), 
“Woe to you! Don’t you know that this 
man belongs to the tribe of Ghifar and 
your trade to Sham is through their 
way?” So he rescued him from them. 
Abti Dhar again did the same the next 
day. They beat him and took vengeance 
on him, and again Al-‘Abbas knelt over 
him (to protect him).

Jarir’s messenger said, “By Him Who 
has sent you with the Truth, I did not 
come to you till I had left it like an 
emaciated or scabby camel (i.e. 
completely marred and spoilt).” (Jarir 
added), “The Prophet », 1% i, 
invoked Allah to bless the horses and 
the men of Ahmas five times.” (Sahih

Then Allah’s Messenger ,, ate wi to 
said, ‘O Hatib! What is this?’ Hatib 
replied, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! Don’t 
hasten to give your judgement about 
me. I was a man closely connected with 
the Quraish, but I did not belong to this 
tribe, while the other emigrants with 
you had their relatives in Makka who 
would protect their dependants and 
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property. So, I wanted to recompense 
for my lacking blood relation to them 
by doing them a favour so that they 
might protect my dependants. I did this 
neither because of disbelief nor 
apostasy nor out of preferring Kufr 
(disbelief) to Islam.’ Allah’s Messenger 
plwy aye atti te Said, ‘Hatib has told you the 
truth.’ ‘Umar said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Allow me to chop off the 
head of this hypocrite.’ Allah’s 
Messenger pz, Ww, said, ‘Hatib 
participated in the battle of Badr, and, 
who knows, perhaps Allah has already 
looked at the Badr warriors and said, 
‘Do whatever you like for I have 
forgiven you.’” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri,

Umm Salama called from behind a 
screen, “Keep something (of the water) 
for your mother.” So they left some of 
it for her. (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 617, Vol. 5) 


1624. Narrated Abi Misa wi, s,: 
When the Prophet sz, wi. had 
finished from the battle of Hunain, he 
sent Aba ‘Amir at the head of an army 
to Autds. He (i.e. Aba ‘Amir) met (in a 
combat against) Duraid bin As-Simma 
and Duraid was killed and Allah 
defeated his companions.

Won’t you 
stop?” So that person stopped, and we 
exchanged two hits with the swords and 
I_ killed him. Then I said to Aba ‘Amir, 
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“Allah has killed your killer.” He said, 
“Take out this arrow.” So I removed it, 
and water oozed out of the wound. He 
then said, “O son of my _ brother!

She had migrated along 
with those other Muslims who migrated 
to Najashi. ‘Umar came to Hafsa while 
Asma’ bint ‘Umais was with her. 
‘Umar, on seeing Asma’, said, “Who is 
this?” She said, “Asma’ bint ‘Umais.” 
‘Umar said, “Is she the Ethiopian? Is 
she the sea-faring lady?” Asma’ 
replied, “Yes.” ‘Umar said, “We have 
migrated before you (people of the 
boat), so we have got more right than 
you over Allah’s Messenger py ate wi te.” 
On that Asma’ became angry and said, 
“No, by Allah, while you were with 
Allah’s Messenger ju, «1 wi te Who was 
feeding the hungry ones amongst you, 
and advised the ignorant ones amongst 
you, we were in the far-off hated land 
of Ethiopia, and all that was for the 
sake of Allah, and (then) for His 
Messenger ( pL) ate wi te).

pn, Of all that you have said. There we 
were harmed and frightened. I will 
mention this to the Prophet ,L, «ue wi we 
and will ask him (about it). By Allah, I 
will not tell a lie or curtail your saying 
or add something to it.” So when the 
Prophet jy «1 « ,1e came, she said, “O 
Allah’s Prophet! ‘Umar has said so- 
and-so.” He said (to Asma’), “What did 
you say to him?” Asma’ said: “I told 
him so-and-so.” The Prophet jy sie wt to 
said, “He (i.e. ‘Umar) has not got more 
right than you people over me, as he 
and his companions has (the reward of) 
only one migration, and you, the people 
of the boat, have (the reward of) two 
migrations.” Asma’ later on said, “I 
saw Abi Misa and the other people of 
the boat coming to me in successive 
groups, asking me about this narration, 
and to them nothing in the world was 
more cheerful and greater than what the 
Prophet »,..%.0,1 had said about 
them.” Narrated Abdi Budra: Asma’ 
said, “I saw Abi Musa requesting me 
to repeat this narration again and 
again.”

I have committed a legally punishable 
sin; please inflict the punishment on me 
according to Allah’s Laws.”

CHAPTER 8. The acceptance of 
Tauba_ (repentance) of a_ killer 
(murderer) even if he has committed 
large number of murders. 


1760. Narrated Abi Sa‘id Al-Khudri 
ic is, : The Prophet w, a wi said, 
“There was a man from Bani Israel 
who had murdered ninety-nine persons. 
Then he set out asking [whether his 
Tauba (repentance) could be accepted 
or not]. He came upon a monk and 
asked him if his repentance could be 
accepted. The monk replied in the 
negative and so the man killed him. He 
kept on asking till a man advised him to 
go to such and such a village. (So he 
left for it) but death overtook him on 
the way. While dying, he turned his 
chest towards that village (where he 
had hoped his repentance would be 
accepted), and so_ the angels of mercy 
and the angels of punishment quarreled 
amongst themselves regarding him. 
Allah ordered the village (towards 
which he was going) to come closer to 
him, and ordered the village (whence 
he had come from), to go far away, and 
then He ordered the angels to measure 
the distances between his body and the 
two villages. So he was found one span 
closer to the village (he was going to). 
So he  was_ forgiven.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 676, Vol. 4) 


1761. Narrated Safwan bin Muhriz 
Almazini: While I was walking with 
Ibn ‘Umar ux wi ,s, holding his hand, a 
man came in front of us and asked, 
“What have you heard from Allah’s 
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Messenger jL5 «e uit about An-Najwa?’"” 


Ibn ‘Umar said: I heard Allah’s 
Messenger ,., 4+ wit» saying, “Allah 
will bring a believer near Him and 
shelter him with His Screen and ask 
him: ‘Did you commit such and such 
sins?’ He will say: ‘Yes, my Lord. 
Allah will keep on asking him till he 
confess all his sins and will think that 
he is ruined. Allah will say: ‘I did 
screen your sins in the world and so I 
forgive them for you today,’ and then 
he will be given the book (record) of 
his good deeds. Regarding disbelievers 
and hypocrites (their evil acts will be 
exposed publicly) ‘And the witnesses 
will say: These are the ones who lied 
against their Lord. No doubt! The 
Curse of Allah is upon the Zalimun 
(polytheists, | oppressors and the 
wrong-doers etc.)’” (V.11:18) (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 621, Vol. 3) 


CHAPTER 9. Narration about the 
repentance of Ka‘b bin Malik and his 
two companions. 


1762. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Ka‘b 
bin Malik who, from among Ka‘b’s 
sons, was the guide of Ka‘b when he 
became blind: I heard Ka‘b bin Malik 
narrating the story of (the Ghazwa of) 
Tabak in which he failed to take part. 
Ka‘b said: I did not remain behind 
Allah’s Messenger 4,42 wit in any 
Ghazwa that he fought except the 
Ghazwa of Tabik,: and I failed to take 
part in the Ghazwa of Badr, but Allah 
did not admonish anyone who had not 
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Judgment. It is a favour from Allah upon His devotee. This Hadith explains the word 
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participated in it, for in fact, Allah’s 
Messenger ,1., .  ,1. had gone out in 
search of the caravan of Quraish till 
Allah made them (i.e. the Muslims) and 
their enemy meet without any 
appointment. I witnessed the night of 
Al-‘Agaba_ (pledge) with Allah’s 
Messenger pL, «te wi te When we pledged 
for Islam, and I would not exchange it 
for the Badr Battle although the Badr 
Battle is more popular amongst the 
people than it (i.e. Al- ‘Aqaba Pledge). 
As for my news (in this battle of 
Tabak), I had never been stronger or 
wealthier than I was when I remained 
behind the Prophet , 4  , in that 
Ghazwa. By Allah, never had I two 
she-camels before, but I had then, at the 
time of this Ghazwa. Whenever Allah’s 
Messenger 4, ie a 2 wanted to make a 
Ghazwa, he used to hide his intention 
by apparently referring to different 
Ghazwa till it was the time of that 
Ghazwa (of Tabak) which Allah’s 
Messenger j.,.W wi > fought in severe 
heat, facing a long journey, deserts, and 
the great number of enemy. So, the 
Prophet ,., 4 1. announced to the 
Muslims clearly (their destination) so 
that they might get prepared for their 
Ghazwa. So he informed them clearly 
of the destination he was going to. 
Allah’s Messenger 1, ui 1. was 
accompanied by a _ large number of 
Muslims who could not be listed ina 
book, namely, a_ register. Ka‘b added: 
“Any man who intended to be absent 
would think that the matter would 
remain hidden unless Allah revealed it 
through Divine Revelation. So Allah’s 
Messenger j~, se wi te , fought that 
Ghazwa at the time when the fruits had 
ripened and the shade looked pleasant. 
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Allah’s Messenger ji, wt and his 
companions prepared for the battle and 
I started to go out in order to get myself 
ready along with them, but I returned 
having done anything. I would say to 
myself, ‘I can do that.’ So, I kept on 
delaying it every now and then till the 
people got ready and Allah’s 
Messenger ,i) «we wi and the Muslims 
along with him departed, and I had not 
prepared anything for my departure, 
and I said, ‘I will prepare myself (for 
departure) one or two days after him, 
and then join them.’ In the morning 
following their departure, I went out to 
get myself ready but returned having 
done nothing. Then again the next 
morning I went out to get ready but 
returned without doing anything. Such 
was the case with me till they hurried 
away and the battle was missed (by 
me). Even then I intended to depart to 
take over them. I wish I had done so! 
But it was not preordained for me. So, 
after the departure of Allah’s 
Messenger jy ue wi ute , Whenever I went 
out and walked amongst the people (i.e. 
the remaining persons), it grieved me 
that I could see none around me but the 
one accused of hypocrisy, or one of 
those weak men whom Allah had 
excused. Allah’s Messenger ,., we wi to 
did not remember me till he reached 
Tabak. So while he was sitting amongst 
the people in Tabiik, he said, “What did 
Ka‘b do?’ A man from Band Salama 
said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! He has 
been stopped by his two Burda (i.e. 
garments) and his looking at his own 
flanks with pride.” Then Mu‘adh bin 
Jabal said, ‘What a bad thing you have 
said! By Allah! O Allah’s Messenger! 
We know nothing about him but good.’ 
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Allah’s Messenger 1, wii. kept 
silent.” Ka‘b bin Malik added: “When I 
heard that he (i.e. the Prophet wi .. 
+») was on his way back to Al-Madina, 
my concern grew deep, and I began to 
think of false excuses, saying to myself, 
“How can I avoid his anger tomorrow?’ 
And I took the advice of a wise 
member of my family in this matter. 
When it was said that Allah’s 
Messenger pw ,12 had nearly 
approached Al-Madina, all the evil 
false excuses abandoned from my mind 
and I knew well that I could never 
come out of this problem by forging a 
lie. Then I decided firmly to speak the 
truth. So, Allah’s Messenger qu, aie wi to 
arrived in the morning, and whenever 
he returned from a journey, he used to 
visit the mosque first of all and offer a 
two-Rak‘a prayer therein and then sit 
for the people. So when he had done all 
that (this time), those who had failed to 
join the battle (of Tabik) came and 
started offering (false) excuses and 
taking oaths before him. They were 
something over eighty men; Allah’s 
Messenger j,.% wu ,1. accepted the 
excuses they had expressed, took their 
Bai‘a (pledge) asked for Allah’s 
Forgiveness for them, and left the 
secrets of their hearts for Allah to 
judge. Then I came to him, and when | 
greeted him, he smiled a smile of an 
angry person and then said, ‘Come on.’ 
So I came walking till I sat before him. 
He said to me, ‘What stopped you from 
joining us. Had you not purchased an 
animal for carrying you?’ I answered, 
“Yes, O Allah’s Messenger! But by 
Allah, if I were sitting before any 
person from among the people of the 
world other than you, I would have 
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avoided his anger with an excuse. By 
Allah, I have been bestowed with the 
power of speaking fluently and 
eloquently, but by Allah, I knew well 
that if today I tell you a lie to seek your 
favour, Allah would surely make you 
angry with me in the near future, but if 
I tell you the truth, though you will get 
angry because of it, I hope for Allah’s 
Forgiveness. Really, by Allah, there 
was no excuse for me. By Allah, I had 
never been stronger or wealthier than I 
was when I remained behind you.’ 
Then Allah’s Messenger py ss ti, 
said, ‘As regards this man, he has 
surely told the truth. So get up till Allah 
decides your case.’ I got up, and many 
men of Bani Salama followed me and 
said to me, ‘By Allah, we never 
witnessed you doing any sin before 
this. Surely, you failed to offer excuses 
to Allah’s Messenger py we wit as the 
others who did not join him, have 
offered. The supplication of Allah’s 
Messenger py. uw, to Allah to 
forgive you would have been sufficient 
for you.’ By Allah, they continued 
blaming me so much that I intended to 
return (to the Prophet p., 1 a.) and 
accuse myself of having told a lie, but I 
said to them, ‘Is there anybody else 
who has met the same fate as I have?’ 
They replied, ‘Yes, there are two men 
who have said the same thing as you 
have, and to both of them was given the 
same order as given to you.’ | asked, 
“Who are they?” They replied, ‘Murara 
bin Ar-Rabi ‘Al-‘Amri and Hilal bin 
Umaiya Al-Wagifi.’ By that they 
mentioned to me two pious men who 
had attened the Ghazwa of Badr, and in 
whom there was an example for me. So 
I did not change my mind when they 
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mentioned them (their names) to me. 
Allah’s Messenger ., 1 wi 2 forbade 
all the Muslims to talk to us, the three 
aforesaid persons out of all those who 
had remained behind in that Ghazwa. 
So we kept away from the people and 
they changed their attitude towards us 
till the very land (where I lived) 
appeared strange to me as if I did not 
know it. We remained in that condition 
for fifty nights. As regards my two 
fellows, they remained in their houses 
and kept on weeping, but I was the 
youngest of them and the firmest of 
them, so I used to go out and witness 
(attend) Salat (prayer) along with the 
Muslims and roam about in the 
markets, but none would talk to me, 
and I would come to Allah’s 
Messenger .,.4 wie and greet him 
while he was sitting in his gathering 
after Saldt, and I would wonder 
whether the Prophet wt ui, did 
move his lips in return to my greetings 
or not. Then I would offer my Saldt 
near to him and look at him stealthily. 
When I was busy with my Saldt, he 
would turn his face towards me, but 
when I turned my face to him he would 
turn his face away from me. When this 
harsh attitude of the people lasted long, 
I walked till I scaled the wall of the 
garden of Abi Qatada who was my 
cousin and dearest person to me, and I 
offered my greetings to him. By Allah, 
he did not return my greetings, I said, 
‘O Abi Qatdda! I beseech you by 
Allah! Do you know that I love Allah 
and His Messenger (i) oe wi ,12) ?” He 
kept quiet. I asked him again, 
beseeching him by Allah, but he 
remained silent. Then I asked him 
again in the Name of Allah. He said, 
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‘Allah and His Messenger (poy ute 1 te) 
know it better.” Thereupon my eyes 
flowed with tears and I returned and 
jumped over the wall.” Ka‘b added: 
“While I was walking in the market of 
Al-Madina, suddenly I saw a Nabati 
(ie. a Christian farmer) from the 
Nabdti of Sham who came to sell his 
grains in Al-Madina, saying, “Who will 
lead me to Ka‘b bin Malik?’ The 
people began to point (me) out for him 
till he came to me and handed mea 
letter from the king of Ghassan in 
which the following was written: ‘To 
proceed, I have been informed that 
your friend (i.e. the Prophet pu, ae wi ) 
has treated you harshly. Anyhow, Allah 
does not let you live at a place where 
you feel inferior and your right is lost. 
So join us, and we will console you.’ 
When I read it, I said to myself, ‘This is 
also a sort of a test.’ Then I took the 
letter to the oven and made a fire 
therein by burning it. When forty out of 
the fifty nights elapsed, behold! There 
came to me the messenger of Allah’s 
Messenger 15 «le wi .W- and said, “Allah’s 
Messenger yu wits orders you to 
keep away from your wife.’ I said, 
‘Should I divorce her; or else what 
should I do?’ He said, ‘No, only keep 
aloof from her and do not cohabit her.’ 
The Prophet ,-, uu ,1. sent the same 
message to my two fellows. Then I said 
to my wife, ‘Go to your parents and 
remain with them till Allah gives His 
Verdict in this matter.’ ” Ka‘b added: 
“The wife of Hilal bin Umaiya came to 
Allah’s Messenger ,-y «i 1. and said, 
‘O Allah’s Messenger! Hilal bin 
Umaiya is a helpless old man who has 
no servant to attend on him. Do you 
dislike that I should serve him?’ He 
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said, ‘No, (you can serve him) but he 
should not come near you.’ She said, 
‘By Allah, he has no desire for 
anything. By Allah he has never ceased 
weeping from the day his case began 
till this day of his.’ On that, some of 
my family members said to me, ‘Will 
you also ask Allah’s Messenger 1 ,- 
jy ue to permit your wife (to serve you) 
as he has permitted the wife of Hilal 
bin Umaiya to serve him?’ I said, “By 
Allah, I will not ask the permission of 
Allah’s Messenger py « w 4 regarding 
her, for I do not know what Allah’s 
Messenger ,L-y «ss uit would say if I 
asked him to permit her (to serve me) 
while I am a young man.’ I remained in 
that state for ten more nights after that 
till the period of fifty nights was 
completed starting from the time when 
Allah’s Messenger y+ w+ prohibited 
the people from talking to us. When I 
had offered the Fajr prayer on the 50th 
morning on the roof of one of our 
houses, and while I was sitting in the 
condition which Allah described (in the 
Qur’dn) i.e. my very soul seemed 
straitened to me and even the earth 
seemed narrow to me for all its 
spaciousness, there I heard the voice of 
one who had ascended the mountain of 
Sal‘a calling with his loudest voice, ‘O 
Ka‘b bin Malik! Be happy (by 
receiving good tidings).’ I fell down in 
prostration before Allah, realizing that 
relief has come. Allah’s Messenger 
j+s«s had announced the acceptance of 
our repentance by Allah when he had 
offered the Fajr prayer. The people 
then went out to congratulate us. Some 
bringers of good tidings went out to my 
two fellows, and a horseman came to 
me in haste, and a man of Bani Aslam 
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came running and ascended the 
mountain and his voice was swifter 
than the horse. When he (i.e. the man) 
whose voice I had heard, came to me 
conveying the good tidings, I took off 
my two garments and dressed him with 
them; and by Allah, I owned no other 
garments than them on that day. Then I 
borrowed two garments and wore them 
and went to Allah’s Messenger a wi 1 
s, . The people started receiving me in 
batches, congratulating me on Allah’s 
acceptance of my repentance, saying, 
‘We congratulate you on Allah’s 
Acceptance of your repentance.’ ” Ka‘b 
further said: “When I entered the 
mosque, I saw Allah’s Messenger w 1. 
py ue Sitting with the people around 
him. Talha bin ‘Ubaidullah swiftly 
came to me, shook hands with me and 
congratulated me. By Allah, none of 
the Muhdjirin (emigrants) got up for 
me except him (i.e. Talha), and I will 
never forget this (act of) Talha.” Ka‘b 
added: “When I greeted Allah’s 
Messenger 4.) wie wi to he, his face being 
bright with joy, said, ‘Be happy with 
the best day that you have got eversince 
your mother delivered you.’” Ka‘b 
added: “I said to the Prophet pu, aie wi i 
‘Is this forgiveness from you or from 
Allah?’ He said, ‘No, it is from Allah.’ 
Whenever Allah’s Messenger oe wi 
-» became happy, his face would shine 
as if it were a piece of moon, and we all 
knew that characteristic of him. When I 
sat before him, I said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! Because of the acceptance 
of my repentance I will give up all my 
wealth as alms for the sake of Allah 
and His Messenger(p, wt a .).’ Allah’s 
Messenger j1, ute wi W- said, “Keep some 
of your wealth, as it will be better for 
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you.’ I said, ‘So I will keep my share 
from Khaibar with me,’ and added, ‘O 
Allah’s Messenger! Allah has saved me 
for telling the truth; so it is a part of my 
repentance not to tell but the truth as 
long as I am alive.’ By Allah, I don’t 
know anyone of the Muslims whom 
Allah has helped for telling the truth, 
more than me, since I have mentioned 
that truth to Allah’s Messenger  w 
w-» , I have never intended to tell a lie 
eversince (I said that to Allah’s 
Messenger pL) 4 ati We ) till today. And 
so I hope that Allah will save me (from 
telling lies) the rest of my life. So Allah 
revealed to His Messenger ( pi-y ute wt Le) 
the Verse: “Allah has forgiven the 
Prophet ,i5 «+e oy, the Muhdjirin (emigrants) 
and the Ansdr (supporters) ...... and be 
with those who are true (in words and 
deeds).’ (V.9:117-119) By Allah, Allah 
has never bestowed upon me, apart 
from His guiding me to Islam, a greater 
blessing than the fact that I did not tell 
a lie to Allah’s Messenger py ute wt 
which would have caused me to perish 
as those who have told a lie perished, 
for Allah described those who told lies 
with the worst description He ever 
attributed to anybody else. Allah y+, 
said: ‘They (i.e. the hypocrites) will 
swear by Allah to you (Muslims) when 
you return to them (upto His Saying)... 
Certainly Allah is not pleased with the 
people who are Al-Fdsiqin (the 
rebellious, disobedient to Allah).’” 
(V.9:95,96) Ka‘b added: “We, the three 
persons, differed altogether from those 
whose excuses Allah’s Messenger a .. 
i+) «ie accepted when they swore to him. 
He took their Bai ‘a (pledge) and asked 
Allah to forgive them, but Allah’s 
Messenger ,.,.s ito left our case 
pending till Allah gave His Judgment 
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about it. As for that Allah said: ‘And 
(He did forgive also) the three (who did 
not join the Tabuk expedition...)’ 
(V.9:118). What Allah said (in this 
Verse) does not indicate our failure to 
take part in the Ghazwa, but it refers to 
the deferment of making a decision by 
the Prophet ,., te wi 12 about our case in 
contrast to the case of those who had 
taken an oath before him and he 
excused them by accepting their 
excuses. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
702, Vol. 5) 


CHAPTER 10. Narration about 
Al-Ifk (the story of the forged 
statement, a slander against ‘Aisha, 
the wife of the Prophet .,.2 0 ,L 
which the hypocrites invented) and 
about the acceptance of the 
repentance of a slanderer. 


1763. Narrated ‘Aisha YW ws, , the 
wife of the Prophet ,», 1. wu : 
“Whenever Allah’s Messenger te wi i. 
4, intended to go on a journey, he used 
to draw lots amongst his wives, and 
Allah’s Messenger ,-, a Ww .. used to 
take with him the one on whom the lot 
fell. He drew lots amongst us during 
one of the Ghzwa which he fought. The 
lot fell on me and so I proceeded with 
Allah’s Messenger ps ~,.1 wi, after 
Allah’s order of Hijab (use of the veil 
by women) had been revealed. I was 
carried in a Howdaj (on the back of a 
camel) and used to be dismounted 
while still in it (when we came toa 
halt). So we went on till Allah’s 
Messenger jt. «+ wi te had finished from 
his Ghazwa and returned. (We camped) 
as we approached near the city of 
Al-Madina. Then he (+) wu ,1) 
announced for departure at night. So I 
got up when they announced the news 
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of departure, and went away from the 
army camps, and after finishing from 
the call of nature, I came back to my 
riding animal. I touched my chest to 
find that my necklace which was made 
of Zifar beads (i.e. Yemenite beads, 
partly black and partly white) was 
missing. So I returned to look for it and 
was delayed because of that. (In the 
meanwhile) the people who used to 
carry me on my camel came and took 
my Howdaj and put it on the back of 
the camel on which I used to ride, 
thinking that I was in it, as at that time 
women were light in weight and lean 
and thin, and did not use to eat much. 
So, those people did not feel the 
difference in the weight of the Howdaj 
while putting it over the camel. At that 
time I was still a young girl. They set 
the camel moving and proceeded on. I 
found my necklace after the army had 
gone. Then I came to the camping place 
to find that everybody had left. I went 
to the place where I used to stay, 
thinking that they would discover my 
absence and come back to me (in my 
search). While in that state, I felt sleepy 
and slept. Safwan bin Al-Mu‘attal As- 
Sulami Adh-Dhakwé4ni was behind the 
army, and reached the place where we 
were camping in the morning. When he 
saw the figure ofa sleeping person he 
came to me and he had seen me before 
the order of the Hijab was revealed. I 
got up when I heard him reciting 
Istirja‘ (i.e. Inna lillahi wa inna ilaihi 
raji tin)" as soon as he recognised me. 
I veiled my face with my head cover at 
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once, and by Allah, we did not speak a 
single word, and I did not hear him 
saying any word besides his Istirja‘. He 
dismounted from his camel and made it 
kneel down, putting his leg on its front 
legs and then I got up and rode on it. 
Then he set out walking, leading the 
camel that was carrying me till we 
overtook the army in the extreme heat 
of midday while they were at a halt 
(taking a rest). (Because of the event) 
some people brought destruction upon 
themselves'” and the one who spread 
the IJfk (i. slander) more, was 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin Salil.” ‘Urwa 
said, “The people propagated the 
slander and talked about it in his (i.e. 
‘Abdullah’s) presence and he 
confirmed it and listened to it and 
asked about it to let it prevail.” ‘Urwa 
also added, “None was mentioned as 
members of the slanderous group 
besides (‘Abdullah) except Hassan bin 
Thabit and Mistaéh bin Uthatha and 
Hamna bint Jahsh along with others 
about whom I have no knowledge, but 
they were a group as Allah ys said. 
(V.24:11). And as from him who has 
the greater share therein (i.e. the 
slander) was ‘Abdullah bin Ubai bin 
Salil.” ‘Urwa added, “Aisha disliked to 
have Hassan abused in her presence 
and she used to say, ‘It was he who 
said: My father and his (i.e. my 
father’s) father and my honour are all 
for the protection of Muhammad’s 
honour from you.’” ‘Aisha added, 
“After we returned to Al-Madina, I 
became ill for a month. The people 
were propagating the forged statements 


'Y (H.1763) By slandering ‘Aisha. 
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of the slanderers while I was unaware 
of anything of all that, but I felt that in 
my present ailment, I was not receiving 
the same kindness from Allah’s 
Messenger ,--) «u+ wi te I used to receive 
when I got sick. (But now) Allah’s 
Messenger ;1-) «te wi te Would only come, 
greet and say, ‘How is that (lady)?’ and 
leave. I did not know anything of what 
was going on till I recovered and went 
out with Umm Mistaéh to Al-Manasi‘ 
where we used to answer the call of 
nature and we used not to go out (to 
answer the call of nature) except at 
night, and that was before we had 
lavatories near our houses. And this 
habit of ours was similar to the habits 
of the old Arabs living in the open 
country (or away from houses). So, I 
and Umm Mistaéh bint Abi Ruhm bin 
Al-Muttalib bin ‘Abd Manaf, (whose 
mother was the daughter of Sakhr bin 
‘Amir and the aunt of Abdi Bakr As- 
Siddiq and whose son was Mistah bin 
Uthatha bin ‘Abbad bin Al-Muttalib) 
went out. I and Umm Mistah returned 
to my house after we finished 
answering the call of nature. Umm 
Mistah stumbled by getting her foot 
entangled in her covering sheet and on 
that she said, ‘Let Mistah be ruined!’ I 
said, ‘You are saying a bad word, why 
are you abusing a man who took part in 
the (battle of) Badr?’ On that she said, 
‘O Hantd (you there) didn’t you hear 
what he (i.e. Mistéh) said?’ I said, 
‘What did he say?’ Then she told me 
the slander of the people of Jfk. So my 
ailment was aggravated, and when I 
reached my home, Allah’s Messenger 
ji+y cue tite came to me, and after 
greeting me, said, ‘How is that (lady)?’ 
I said, ‘Will you allow me to go to my 
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parents?’, as I wanted to be sure about 
the news through them. Allah’s 
Messenger Ly «2 wt» allowed me (and 
I went to my parents) and asked my 
mother, ‘O mother! What are the 
people talking about?’ She said, ‘O my 
daughter! Don’t worry, for scarcely is 
there a charming woman who is loved 
by her husband and whose husband has 
other wives besides herself that they 
(i.e. women) would find faults with 
her.’ I said, ‘Subhan Allah! (I testify 
the Uniqueness of Allah). Are the 
people really talking in this way?’ I 
kept on weeping that night till dawn, I 
could neither stop weeping nor sleep. 
Then in the morning again I kept on 
weeping. When the Divine Inspiration 
was delayed, Allah’s Messenger a 1. 
py ate Called ‘Ali bin Abi Talib and 
Usama bin Zaid to ask and consult 
them about divorcing his wife (i.e. 
‘Aisha). Usama bin Zaid said what he 
knew of my innocence, and the respect 
he preserved in himself for me. Usama 
said: ‘O Allaéh’s Messenger! She is 
your wife and we do not know anything 
except good about her.’ ‘Ali bin Abi 
Talib said, ‘O Allah’s Messenger! 
Allah has not imposed restrictions on 
you (about marrying), there are plenty 
of women other than her, yet, ask the 
maid-servant (‘Aisha’s slave-girl) who 
will tell you the truth.’ On that, Allah’s 
Messenger jy «te wi t+ Called Barira (i.e. 
the maid-servant) and said, ‘O Barira! 
Did you ever see anything which 
roused your suspicions about her?’ 
Barira said to him, ‘By Him Who has 
sent you with the Truth, I have never 
seen in her (i.e. ‘Aisha) which I would 
conceal, except that she is a young girl 
who sleeps leaving the dough of her 
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family exposed so that the domestic 
goats come and eat it.’ So, on that day, 
Allah’s Messenger ju a wi. got up on 
the pulpit and complained about 
‘Abdullah bin Ubai (bin Salil) before 
his companions, saying, ‘O you 
Muslims! Who will relieve me from 
that man who has hurt me with his evil 
statement about my family? By Allah, I 
know nothing except good about my 
family and they have blamed a man 
about whom I know nothing except 
good and he used never to enter my 
home except in my company.’ Sa‘d bin 
Mu‘adh the brother of Band ‘Abd Al- 
Ashhal got up and said, ‘O Allah’s 
Messenger! I will relieve you from 
him; if he is from the tribe of Al-Ats, 
then I will chop his head off, and if he 
is from our brothers, Al-Khazraj, then 
order us, and we will fulfil your order.’ 
On that, a man from Al-Khazraj got up. 
Umm Hassan was his cousin’s sister 
and he was from his branch tribe, and 
he was Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada, the chief of 
Al-Khazraj. Before this incident, he 
was a pious man but his love for his 
tribe goaded him into saying to Sa‘d 
(bin Mu‘adh), ‘By Allah, you have told 
a lie; you shall not and cannot kill him. 
If he belonged to your people, you 
would not wish him to be killed.’ On 
that, Usaid bin Hudair who was the 
cousin of Sa‘d (bin Mu‘adh) got up and 
said to Sa‘d bin ‘Ubada, ‘By Allah! 
You area liar! We will surely kill him, 
and you are a hypocrite arguing on 
behalf of hypocrites.” On this the two 
tribes of Al-Atis and Al-Khazraj got so 
much excited that they were about to 
fight while Allah’s Messenger at wi 
+, was standing on the pulpit, Allah’s 
Messenger ,1-, «+ wi t+ kept on quieting 
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them till they became silent and so did 
he. All that day I kept on weeping, 
neither my tears ceased nor I could 
sleep. 


In the morning my parents were with 
me and I had wept for two nights and a 
day, neither my tears ceased nor I could 
sleep till I thought that my liver would 
burst from weeping. So, while my 
parents were sitting with me and I was 
weeping, an Ansdri woman asked me to 
grant her admittance. I allowed her to 
come in, and when she came in, she sat 
down and started weeping with me. 
While we were in this state, Allah’s 
Messenger ,, «1 wi 2. came, greeted us 
and sat down. He had never sat with me 
since that day of the slander. A month 
had elapsed and no Divine Inspiration 
came to him about my case. Allah’s 
Messenger 1,401 then recited 
Tashah-hud and then said, ‘Amma 
Ba‘di, O ‘Aisha! I have been informed 
such and such about you; if you are 
innocent, then soon Allah will reveal 
your innocence, and if you have 
committed a sin, then repent to Allah 
and ask Him for forgiveness, for when 
a person confesses his sins and asks 
Allah for forgiveness, Allah accepts his 
repentance.” When Allah’s Messenger 
jH+) ute wt ye finished his speech, my tears 
ceased flowing completely that I no 
longer felt a single drop of tear flowing. 
I requested my father, ‘Reply to Allah’s 
Messenger 1, wit on my behalf 
concerning what he has said.’ My 
father said, ‘By Allah, I do not know 
what to say to Allah’s Messenger wu: 
py ase .” Then I said to my mother, 
‘Reply to Allah’s Messenger pL, ute wi to 
on my behalf.’ She said, “By Allah, I 
do not know what to say to Allah’s 
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Messenger ,-y.#: wi.” In spite of the 
fact I was a young girl and did not had 
much knowledge of the Qur’4n, I said, 
‘By Allah, I have no doubt that you 
heard this (slanderous) speech and that 
it has got fixed up in your mind and 
you have taken it as truth. Now if] tell 
you that I am innocent, you will not 
believe me, and if I confess to you about it 
— and Allah knows that I am innocent — 
you will surely believe me. By Allah, I 
find no similitude for me and you 
except that of Ydisuf’s (Joseph) father 
when he said, ‘(For me) patience is the 
most fitting and it is Allah (Alone) 
Whose Help can be sought against that 
which you assert.’ (V.12:18) Then I 
turned to the other side and laid down 
on my bed; and Allah knew that I was 
innocent and I hoped that Allah would 
reveal my innocence. By Allah, I never 
thought that Allah would reveal in my 
case Divine Inspiration that would be 
recited (for ever) as I considered myself 
too inferior to be talked of in the 
Qur’4n, but I hoped that Allah’s 
Messenger p+) .u wit might have a 
dream in which Allah would prove my 
innocence. By Allah, before Allah’s 
Messenger s+). wi, left his seat and 
before any of the household left, the 
Divine Inspiration came to Allah’s 
Messenger jy»... . So, there 
overtook him the same which used to 
overtake him, (when he used to be 
inspired Divinely). Sweat was dropping 
from his body like pearls, though it was 
a (cold) wintry day and that was 
because of the weighty Statement 
which was being revealed to him. 
When that state of Allah’s Messenger 
jy ule wi ie Was Over, he got up smiling, 
and the first word he said was, ‘O 
‘Aisha! Allah has declared your 
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innocence!” Then my mother said to 
me, ‘Get up and go to him (i.e. Allah’s 
Messenger wy ui wit ).’ I replied, ‘By 
Allah, I will not go to him, and I praise 
none but Allah ys. And Allah revealed 
the Verses: (V.24: 11-26) 


(11) Verily! Those who brought forth 
the slander (against ‘Aisha yew 2, — 
the wife of the Prophet ,L, ww 1 ) are 
a group among you. Consider it not a 
bad thing for you. Nay, it is good for 
you. Unto every man among them will 
be paid that which he had earned of the 
sin, and as for him among them who 
had the greater share therein, his will be 
a great torment. 


(12) Why then, did not the believers 
men and women, when you heard it 
(the slander) think good of their own 
people and say, “This (charge) is an 
obvious lie.”

and wicked deeds: to speak or to do 
what is forbidden in Islam etc.)]. And 
had it not been for the Grace of Allah 
and His Mercy on you, not one of you 
would ever have been pure from sins. 
But Allah purifies (guides to Islam) 
whom He wills, and Allah is All- 
Hearer, All-Knower. 


(22) And let not those among you who 
are blessed with graces and wealth 
swear not to give (any sort of help) to 
their kinsmen, Al-Masdkin (the poor), 
and those who left their homes for 
Allah’s Cause. Let them pardon and 
forgive.

(23) Verily, those who accuse chaste 
women, who never ever think of

(24) On the Day when their tongues, 
their hands, and their legs or feet will 
bear witness against them as to what 
they used to do. 


(25) On that Day Allah will pay them 
the recompense of their deeds in full, 
and they will know that Allah, — He is 
the Manifest Truth.

(or bad women for bad men) and bad 
people for bad statements (or bad men 
for bad women). Good statements are 
for good people (or good women for

50. THE BOOK ABOUT THE 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 


HYPOCRITES AND ORDERS 
CONCERNING THEM. 


1765. Narrated Zaid bin Arqam: We 
went out with the Prophet .., w wi. on 
a journey and the people suffered from 
lack of provisions. So ‘Abdullah bin 
Ubai said to his companions, “Don’t 
spend on those who are with Allah’s 
Messenger py. wit» , that they may 
desert and go away from him.” He also 
said, “If we return to Al-Madina, 
indeed, the more honourable will expel 
therefrom the meaner.” So I went to the 
Prophet .., we wi. and informed him of 
that. He sent for ‘Abdullah bin Ubai 
and asked him, but ‘Abdullah bin Ubai 
swore that he did not say so. The 
people said, “Zaid told a lie to Allah’s 
Messenger py ue wi i. .” What they said 
distressed me very much. Later Allah 
revealed the confirmation of my 
statement in His Saying: ‘When the 
hypocrites come to ycu...’ (V.63:1) So 
the Prophet 2, wt 1. called them that 
they might ask Allah to forgive them, 
but they turned their heads (in refusal). 
(Concerning Allah’s saying: ‘Pieces of 
wood propped up,’ Zaid said: They 
were the most handsome men). (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 426, Vol. 6) 


1766. Narrated Jabir  w ,s, : The 
Prophet ., ue wi, came to (the grave 
of) ‘Abdullah bin Ubai after his body 
was buried. The body was brought out 
and then the Prophet w, ww 1. put his 
saliva over the body and clothed it in 
his shirt. (Sahih Al-BukhGri, Hadith No. 
360, Vol. 2) 
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1767. Narrated Tbn ‘Umar ue a 2, : 
When ‘Abdullah bin Ubai (the chief of 
hypocrites) died, his son came to the 
Prophet 1. wt wir. and said, “O Allah’s 
Messenger! Please give me your shirt 
to shroud him in it, offer his funeral 
prayer and ask for Allah’s Forgiveness 
for him.” So Allah’s Messenger w 
py cze gave his shirt to him and said, 
“Inform me (when the funeral is ready) 
so that I may offer the funeral prayer.” 
So, he informed him and when the 
Prophet jw wiv» intended to offer the 
funeral prayer, ‘Umar wiz, took 
hold of his hand and said, “Has Allah 
not forbidden you to offer the funeral 
prayer for the hypocrites.” The Prophet 
piwy ale a gto Said, “I have been given the 
choice for Allah ys says: ‘Whether you 
(O Muhammad gz.,.4. Ww, ) ask 
forgiveness for them (hyporites), or ask 
not forgiveness for them..., (and even) 
if you ask seventy times for their 
forgiveness..., Allah ys will not forgive 
them.’ (V.9:80)” So the Prophet w 
py 4 Offered the funeral prayer and on 
that the revelation came: “And never 
(O Muhammad ,».,.% 0,1) pray 
(funeral prayer) for any of them (i.e. 
hypocrites) who dies.” (V.9:84) (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 359, Vol. 2) 


1768. Narrated ‘Abdullah bin Mas‘td 
wis ws, : There gathered near the House 
(i.e. the Ka‘ba) two Quraishi persons 
and a person from Thaqif (or two 
persons from Thaqif and one from 
Quraish), and all of them with very fat 
bellies but very little intelligence. One 
of them said, “Do you think that Allah 
hears what we say?” Another said, “He 
hears us when we talk in a loud voice, 
but He doesn’t hear us when we talk in

speak in alow voice.” Then Allah, the 
Honourable, the Majestic revealed: 
‘And you have not been hiding against

1769. Narrated Zaid bin Thabit wu ,,;, 
ae : When the Prophet wp, te wi 2 Went 
out for (the battle of) Uhud, some of his 
companions returned (home). A party 
of the believers remarked that they 
would kill those (hypocrites) who had 
returned, but another party said that 
they would not kill them. So, this 
Divine Inspiration was revealed about 
the two parties: “Then what is the 
matter with you that you are divided 
into two parties about the hypocrites...” 
(V.4:88) (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 
108, Vol. 3) 


1770. Narrated Abd Sa‘id Al-Khudri 
is wi .,2, : During the life-time of Allah’s 
Messenger pW Wi ,t6 , Some men 
among the hypocrites used to remain 
behind him (i.e. did not accompany 
him) when he went out for a Ghazwa 
and they would be pleased to stay at 
home behind Allah’s Messenger i 
py ae . When Allah’s Messenger w 
pw; returned (from the battle) they 
would put forward (false) excuses and 
take oaths, wishing to be praised for 
what they had not done. So there was 
revealed: “Think not that those who 
rejoice in what they have done (or 
brought about), and love to be praised 
for what they have not done...” 
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(V.3:188) (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 90, Vol. 6) 


1771. Narrated ‘Alqama bin Waqqas 
: Marwan cs oi ,s, said to his 
gatekeeper, “Go to Ibn ‘Abbas, O 
Rafi‘, and say, ‘If everybody who 
rejoices in what he has done (or 
brought about), and likes to be praised 
for what he has not done will be 
punished, then all of us will be 
punished.’” Ibn ‘Abbas said, “What 
connection have you with this case?!” It 
was only that the Prophet ur wi 
called the Jews and asked them about 
something, and they hid the truth and 
told him something else, and showed 
him that they deserved praise for the 
favour of telling him the answer to his 
question, and they became happy with 
what they had concealed.” Then Ibn 
‘Abbas recited: ‘(And remember) when 
Allah took a covenant from these who 
were given the Scripture... those who 
rejoice in what they have done (or 
brought about) and love to be praised 
for what they have not done....’ (V.3: 
187, 188) (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Hadith 
No. 91, Vol. 6) 


1772. Narrated Anas « w 2, : There 
was a Christian who embraced Islam 
and read Surat Al-Bagarah and 
Al‘Imraén, and he used to write (the 
revelations) for the Prophet pu, ate ai to - 
Later on he reverted to Christianity 
again and he used to say: “Muhammad 
(uy oe at! te) knows nothing but what I 
have written for him.”

The Prophet 
pivy syle alt yuo Said, “Your mind is confused 
as to this matter.” The Prophet ue wi .. 
»-, added, “I have kept something (in 
my mind) for you.” Ibn Saiyad said, “It 
is Ad-Dukh.”"” The Prophet yo 0 us 
said (to him), “Shame be on you! You 
can’t cross your limits.?” On that 
‘Umar said, “O Allah’s Messenger! 
Allow me to chop his head off.” The 
Prophet -, 1 wit- said, “If he should 
be he (i.e. Ad-Dajjal) then you cannot 
overpower him, and should he not be 
him, then you are not going to benefit 
by murdering him.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 290 (A), Vol. 4)

The angel asked him, ‘What kind of 
property do you like best?’ He replied,

either the leper or the bald-headed man 
demanded camels and the other 
demanded cows.) So he (i.e. the leper) 
was given a pregnant she-camel and the 
angel said (to him), ‘May Allah bless 
you in it.” The angel then went to the 
bald-headed man and said, ‘What thing 
do you like most?’ He said, ‘I like good 
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hair and wish to be cured of this 
disease, for the people feel repulsion 
for me.’ The angel touched him and his 
illness was cured, and he was given 
good hair. The angel asked (him), 
“What kind of property do you like 
best?’ He replied, ‘Cows.’ The angel 
gave him a pregnant cow and said, 
‘May Allah bless you in it.’ The angel 
went to the blind man and asked, ‘What 
thing do you like best?’ He said, ‘(I 
like) that Allah 5... may restore my 
eye-sight to me so that I may see the 
people.” The angel touched his eyes 
and Allah 4... gave him back his eye- 
sight. The angel asked him, ‘What kind 
of property do you like best?’ He 
replied, ‘Sheep.’ The angel gave him a 
pregnant ewe. Afterwards, all the three 
pregnant animals gave birth to young 
ones and multiplied and brought forth 
so much that one of the (three) men had 
a herd of camels filling a valley, and 
one had a herd of cows filling a valley, 
and one had a flock of sheep filling a 
valley. Then the angel, disguised in the 
shape and appearance ofa leper, went 
to the leper and said, ‘I am a poor man, 
who has lost all means of livelihood 
while on a journey. None will satisfy 
my needs except Allah yw and then you. 
In the Name of Him Who has given 
you such nice colour and beautiful skin, 
and so much property, I ask you to give 
me a camel so that I may reach may 
destination.” The man replied, ‘I have 
many obligations (so I cannot give 
you).’ The angel said, ‘I think I know 
you, were you not a leper to whom the 
people had a strong aversion? Weren’t 
you a poor man, and then Allah ys gave 
you (all this property).” He replied, 
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“(This is all wrong) I got this property 
through _inheritance from my 
fore-fathers.’ The angel said, ‘If you 
are telling a lie, then let Allah ss make 
you as you were before.’ Then the 
angel, disguised in the shape and 
appearance of a bald man, went to the 
bald man and said to him the same as 
he told the first one, and he too, 
answered the same as the first one did. 
The angel said, ‘If you are telling a lie, 
then let Allah js make you as you were 
before.’ Then the angel disguised in the 
shape of a blind man, went to the blind 
man and said, ‘I am a poor man anda 
traveller, whose means of livelihood 
have been exhausted while on a 
journey. I have nobody to help me 
except Allah ys , and after Him, you 
yourself. I ask you in the Name of Him 
Who has given you back your eye-sight 
to give me a sheep, so that with its 
help, I may complete my journey.’ The 
man said, ‘No doubt, I was blind and 
Allah jus gave me back my eye-sight; I 
was poor and Allah made me rich; so 
take anything you wish from my 
property. By Allah, I will not stop you 
from taking anything (you need) of my 
property which you may take for 
Allah’s Sake.’ The angel replied, ‘Keep 
your property with you. You (i.e. three 
men) have been tested and Allah sw is 
pleased with you and is angry with 
your two  companions.’”” (Sahih 
Al-BukhGri, Hadith No. 670, Vol. 4)

1880. Narrated Jundub « wi ,s,: The 
Prophet ,-, 4 1,1 said, “He who lets 
the people hear of his good deeds 
intentionally, to win their praise, Allah 
yes will let the people know his real 
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intention (on the Day of Resurrection), 
and he who does good things in public 
to show off and win the praise of the 
people, Allah ys will disclose his real 
intention (and humiliate him). (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 506, Vol. 8) 


CHAPTER 6. To guard one’s tongue. 


1881. Narrated Abd Huraira « ws, , 
that he heard Allah’s Messenger w 
peyote Saying, “A slave (of Allah ss ) 
may utter a word without thinking 
whether it is right or wrong and 
because of that he may slip down in the 
(Hell) Fire as far away a distance equal 
to that between the east.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 484, Vol. 8) 


CHAPTER 7. The punishment of the 
one who orders for Al-Ma ‘rif but he 
himself does not do it, and forbids 
from Al-Munkar but he himself does it. 


1882. Narrated Abi Wa’il: Somebody 
said to Usama, “Will you go to so-and- 
so (i.e. “Uthman) and talk to him (i.e. 
advise him regarding ruling the 
country)?” He said, “You see that I 
don’t talk to him. Really I talk to 
(advise) him secretly without opening a 
gate (of affliction) for neither do I want 
to be the first to open it (i.e rebellion), 
nor will I say to a man who is my ruler 
that he is the best of all the people after 
I have heard something from Allah’s 
Messenger «wit .” They said, 
“What have you heard him (the Prophet 
powy sale ow! te ) Saying?” He said, “I have 
heard him saying, ‘A man will be 
brought on the Day of Resurrection and 
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(H.1881) In some narrations it is said, between the East and the West. 
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thrown in the (Hell) Fire, so that his 
intestines will come out, and he will go 
around like a donkey goes around a 
millstone. The people of (Hell) Fire 
will gather around him and say: O so- 
and-so! What is wrong with you? 
Didn’t you use to order us for 
Al-Ma ‘rif (i.e. Islamic Monotheism 
and all that Islam orders) and forbid us 
from Al-Munkar _ (i.e. disbelief, 
polytheism and all that Islam forbids) 
He will reply: Yes, I used to order you 
for Al-Ma ‘rif but I did not do it myself, 
and I used to forbid you from 
Al-Munkar_ which I used to do it.’”

CHAPTER 8. It is forbidden to make 
known one’s sin. 


1883. Narrated Abd Huraira us a ,s,: I 
heard Allah’s Messenger poy ote 0,16 
saying, “All the sins of my followers 
will be forgiven except those of the 
Mujahirin (those who commit a sin 
openly or disclose their sins to the 
people). An example of such disclosure 
is that a person commits a sin at night 
and though Allah screens it from the 
public, then he comes in the morning 
and say, ‘O so-and-so , I did such and 
such (evil) deed yesterday,’ though he 
spent his night screened by his Lord, 
(none knowing about his sin) and in the 
morning he removes Allah’s screen 
from himself.” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri,

1884. Narrated Anas bin Malik w ,.,

bestow His Mercy on you,” but he did 
not say that to the other. On being 
asked (why), the Prophet jv, ue uw ,. 
said, “That one praised Allah (by 
saying Alhamdulillah at the time of 
sneezing), while the other did not 
praise Allah ys .” (Sahih Al-Bukhdri, 
Hadith No. 240, Vol. 8) 


1885. Narrated Abd Huraira « wi ,., : 
The Prophet wv, wt wi » said, “Yawning 
is from Satan and if anyone of you 
yawns, he should check his yawning as 
much as possible, for if anyone of you 
(during the act of yawning) should say: 
‘Ha’, Satan will laugh at him”. (Sahih 
Al-Bukhari, Hadith No. 509, Vol. 4) 


CHAPTER 11. (About) the rat and 
that it is transformed. 


1886. Narrated Abd Huraira « ws, : 
The Prophet .., ww. said, “A group 
of Isrealites were lost, nobody knows 
what they did. But I do not see them 
except that they were cursed and 
transformed into rats, for if you put the 
milk of ashe-camel in front of a rat, it 
will not drink it, but if the milk ofa 
ar is put in front of it, it will drink

1892. Narrated Al-Bara’ bin ‘Azib 
gic ais): ADO Bakr us ui .s, came to my 
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father who was at home and purchased 
a saddle from him. He said to ‘Azib 
“Tell your son to carry it with me.” So 
I carried it with him and my father 
followed us so as to take the price (of 
the saddle). My father said, “O Abia 
Bakr! Tell me what happened to you on 
your journey with Allah’s Messenger 
44 se wt te [during Al-Hijra (emigration)].” 
He said, “Yes, we travelled the whole 
night and also the next day till midday, 
when nobody could be seen on the way 
(because of the severe heat). Then there 
appeared a long rock having shade 
beneath it, and the sunshine had not 
come to it yet. So we dismounted there 
and I levelled a place and covered it 
with an animal hide, or he said, “dry 
grass”, for the Prophet ,., ww... to 
sleep on (for a while). I then said, 
‘Sleep, O Allah’s Messenger, and I will 
guard you.’ So he slept and I went out 
to guard him. Suddenly I saw a 
shepherd coming with his flock of 
sheep to that rock with the same 
intention we had, when he came to it, I 
asked (him), ‘To whom do you belong, 
O boy?’ He replied, ‘I belong to a man 
from Al-Madina (or he said, ‘Makka’). 
I said, ‘Do your sheep have milk?’ He 
said, ‘Yes.’ I said, ‘Will you milk 
(them) for us.’ He said, ‘Yes.’ He 
caught hold of a sheep and I asked him 
to clean its teats from dust, hair and 
dirt. (The subnarrator said that he saw 
Al-Bara’ striking one of his hands with 
the other, demonstrating how the 
shepherd removed the dust.) The 
shepherd milked a little milk in a 
wooden container and I had a leather 
container which I carried for the 
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Prophet ,, wt: wit. to drink and perform 
the ablution from it. I went to the 
Prophet U1 wi. hating to wake him 
up, but when I reached there, the 
Prophet 1.5 «1 ow had already woken 
up; so I poured water over the middle 
part of the milk container, till the milk 
was cold. Then I said, ‘Drink, O 
Allah’s Messenger!’ He drank till I was 
pleased. Then he asked, ‘Has the time 
for our departure come?’ I said, ‘Yes.’ 
So we departed after midday. Suraqa 
bin Malik followed us and I said, ‘We 
have been discovered, O Allah’s 
Messenger!’ He said, ‘Be not sad (or 
afraid) surely Allah ys is with us.’ The 
Prophet .v, as wv. invoked evil on him 
(i.e. Suraqa) and the legs of his horse 
sank into the earth upto its belly. [The 
subnarrator, Zuhair is not sure whether 
Abi Bakr said, “(It sank) into solid 
earth.”] Suraga said, ‘I see that you 
have invoked evil on me. Please invoke 
good on me, and by Allah, I will cause 
those who are seeking after you to 
return.” The Prophet ,., ate wt. invoked 
good on him and _ he-was saved. Then 
whenever he met somebody on the 
way, he would say, ‘I have looked for 
him here in vain.” So he caused 
whomever he met to return. Thus 
Suraga fulfilled his promise.” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 812, Vol. 4)

‘If you fear that you shall not be able to 
deal justly with the orphan-girls, then 
marry (other) women of your choice, 
two or three or four....’ (V.4:3) She 
said, “O my nephew! This is about the 
orphan girl who lives with her guardian 
and shares his property. Her wealth and 
beauty may tempt him to marry her 
without giving her an adquate Mahr 
(bridal-money) which might have been 
given by another suitor. So, such 
guardians were forbidden to marry such 
orphan girls unless they treated them 
justly and gave them the most suitable 
Mahr; otherwise they were ordered to 
marry any other woman.” ‘Aisha 
further said, “After that Verse the 
people again asked the Prophet qu wi 1. 
s—, (about the marriage with orphan- 
girls), so Allah ys revealed the 
following Verses: ‘They ask your legal 
instruction concerning women, say: 
Allah instructs you about them, and 
about what is recited unto you in the 
Book, concerning the orphan-girls to 
whom you give not the prescribed 
portions (as regards Mahr and 
inheritance) and yet whom you desire 
to marry....” (V.4:127) What is meant 
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by Alléh’s saying:- ‘And about what is 
recited unto you’ is the former Verse 
which goes: ‘If you fear that you shall 
not be able to deal justly with the 
orphan-girls, then marry (other) women 
of your choice...’ (V.4:3) ‘Aisha said, 
“Allah’s saying in the other Verse: 
‘..Yet whom you desire to marry...’ 
(V.4:127) means the disire of the 
guardian to marry an orphan girl under 
his guardianship when she has not 
much property or beauty (in which case 
he should treat her justly). The 
guardians were forbidden to marry the 
orphan girls under their care possessing 
property and beauty without being just 
to them, as they generally refrain from 
marrying them (when they are neither 
beautiful nor  wealthy).” (Sahih 
Al-Bukhdri, Hadith No. 674, Vol. 3) 


1897. Narrated ‘Urwa ww ,2, : I 
heard ‘Aisha yx wi ,s, saying, “The Holy 
Verse: ‘Whoever amongst the 
guardians is rich, should take no wages 
(from the property of the orphans), but 
if he is poor, let him have for himself 
what is just and reasonable (according 
to his work)’ (V.4:6), was revealed 
concerning the guardian of the orphans 
who looks after them and manages 
favourably their financial affairs; if the 
guardian is poor, he could have from it 
what is just and reasonable (according 
to his work).”

1898. Narrated ‘Aisha Uso ,s, 
regarding the explanation of the 
following Verse: ‘And if a woman fears 
cruelty or desertion on her husband’s 
part...”

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she says to him, ‘I give up my rights, so 
do not divorce me.’

He 
said, “This Verse: ‘And whoever kills a 
believer intentionally, his recompense 
is Hell,’ (V.4:93), was revealed last of 
all (concerning premeditated murder) 
and nothing cancelled (abrogated) it.”

Narrated Sa‘id bin Jubair us 2, 
we : Ibn Abza said to me, “Ask Ibn 


‘Abbas regarding the Statement of

(V.4:93) And also His 
Statement: ‘Nor kill such life as Allah 
has forbidden, except for a just cause...

1901. Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas ue wi 2, 
regarding the Verse: ‘And say not to 
anyone who greets you (by embracing 
Islam), you are not a believer,’ (V.4:94) 
There was a man amidst his flock of 
sheep. The Muslims pursued him, and 
he greeted them by saying “As-Salam- 
o-Alaikum” (Peace be on you). But they 
killed him and took over his sheep. 
Thereupon Allah ys revealed in that 
concern the above Verse up to: 
«_.seeking the perishable goods of this 
worldly life...” (V.4:94) i.e. those 
sheep.

1902. Narrated Aba Ishaq « ws, : I 
heard Al-Bara’ ow ,s, saying, “This 
(following) Verse was revealed 
regarding us, for the Ansér on returning 
from Hajj never entered their houses 
through the proper doors but from 
behind. One of the Ansar came and 
entered through the door and he was 
taunted for it. Therefore, the following 
Verse was revealed: ‘...It is not Al-Birr 
(righteousness, piety etc.) that you 
enter the houses from the back, but 
Al-Birr is the quality of the one who 
fears Allah. So, enter houses through 
their proper doors...’ ” (V.2:189) (Sahih 
Al-BukhGri, Hadith No. 30, Vol. 3)

‘Umar delivered a Khutba (religious 
talk) on the pulpit of Allah’s Messenger 
pny cae ite , Saying, “Alcoholic drinks 
were prohibited by Divine Order, and 
these drinks used to be prepared from 
five things, ie., grapes, dates, wheat, 
barley and honey. Alcoholic drink is 
that,that disturbs the mind.” ‘Umar 
added, “I wish Allah’s Messenger a 1. 
jy .ze had not left us before he had 
given us difinite verdicts concerning 
three matters, ic, how much a 
grandfather may inherit (of his 
grandson), the inheritance of A/-Kalala 
(the deceased person who has neither 
descendants nor ascendants as heirs, 
and various types or gates from the 
gates of Riba (usury).”

It is an expression of 
exhortation, meaning, if you do not do what I tell you, you will lose great 
advantage and win nothing but dust. 


(~4zsI1) Repetition of the words of the Adhdn twice by the 
Mu’adhdhin (call-maker). 


(su!) The recitation of the invocation: At-tahiydtu lillahi... (up to) ... 
wa ash-hadu anna Muhammadan Rasil-ulléh’, while in Qu ‘iid, i.e. 
sitting posture in Salat (prayer). [See Sahih Al-Bukhdri, Vol. 1, 
Hadith No. 794, and it also means: to testify Ld ilaha ill-Allah wa 
anna Muhammadan Rusil Allah (none has the right to be worshipped 
but Allah and Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah). 


(mi.!) On finishing the Saldt (prayer), one turns one’s face to the 
right and then to the left saying, Assalamu ‘Alaikum wa Rahmatulléh 
(Peace and Mercy of Allah be on you), and this action is called Tas/im. 


(a4>90!) Tauhid means declaring Allah to be the only God. It has three 
aspects: 


(A) Oneness of the Lordship of Allah; Tauhid-ar-Rububiya: To 
believe that there is only one Lord for all the universe, its Creator, 
Organizer, Planner, Sustainer, and the Giver of security, etc., and that 
is Allah. 


(B) Oneness of the worship of Allah; Tauhid-al-Uluhiya: To believe 
that none has the right to be worshipped [e.g. praying, invoking, 
asking for help (from the unseen), swearing, slaughtering sacrifices, 
giving charity, fasting, pilgrimage, etc.], but Allah. 


(C) Oneness of the Names and the Qualities of Allah; Tauhid-al- 
Asma’ was-Sifat: To believe that : (i) we must not name or qualify 
Allah except with what He or His Messenger pu. ate wi to has named 
or qualified Him; (ii) none can be named or qualified with the Names 
or Qualifications of Allah; e.g. Al-Karim; (iii) we must confirm 
Allah’s all qualifications which Allah has stated in His Book (the 
Qur’an) or mentioned through His Messenger (Muhammad ate wii | 
fs ) without changing them or ignoring them completely or twisting 
the meanings or giving resemblance to any of the created things; e.g. 
Allah is present over His Throne as mentioned in the Qur’an. (V. 20 
: 5): “The Most Beneficent (i.e. Allah) Jstawa (rose over) the 
(Mighty) Throne” over the seventh heaven; and He only comes down 
over the first (nearest) heaven (to us) during the day of ‘Arafat (Hajj, 
i.e. 9th Dhul-Hijja) and also during the last third part of the night, as 
mentioned by the Prophet pu. ww ,1. , but He is with us by His 
Knowledge only, not by His Personal Self (Bi-Dhdtihi), “There is 
nothing like unto Him, and He is the All-Hearer, the All-Seer.” (The

This Noble Verse confirms the quality of hearing and the quality of 
sight for Allah without resemblance to others; and likewise He also said: 
“To one whom I have created with Both My Hands,” (V. 38:75); and 
He also said: 

“The Hand of Allah is over their hands.”: (V. 48:10, the Qur’an). This 
confirms two Hands for Allah, but there is no similarity for them. 


This is the Faith of all true believers, and was the Faith of all the 
Prophets of Allah from Nih (Noah), Ibrahim (Abraham), Misa 
(Moses) and ‘Iesa (Christ) till the last of the Prophets, Muhammad 
plvy dle atti te . It is not like as some people think that Allah is present 
everywhere, here, there and even inside the breasts of men 


These three aspects of Tauhid are included in the meanings of La 
ilaha ill-Alléh (none has the right to be worshipped but Allah). 


It is also essential to follow Allah’s Messenger Muhammad wt, 
pivy gle : Wajtib Al-Itteba‘ and it is a part of T auhid-al-Uluhiya. This is 
included in the meaning: “I testify that Muhammad ,L, ate at! Lo is 
the Messenger of Allah” and this means, “None has the right to be 
followed after Allah’s Book (the Qur’4n), but Allah’s Messenger lo 
pug ale att”. [See the Qur’dn (V. 59:7) and (V. 3:31)]. 


(citss1) The circumambulation of the Ka‘ba. 


(is}! Lilsb) The circumambulation of the Ka‘ba by the pilgrims after 
they come from Mina on the tenth day of Dhul-Hijja. This Tawaf'is 
one of the essential ceremonies (Rukn) of the Hajj. 


(¢logJ! bigb) The Tawdf made before leaving Makka after performing 
Hajj or ‘Umrah. 


(psssi) To put or strike lightly the hands over clean earth and then pass 
the palm of each on the back of the other, blow off the dust and then 
pass them on the face. This is performed instead of ablution (Wudu) 
and Ghusl (in case of Janaba etc.). 


(gig)! 4ui8) A place near Al-Madina. 
(22,3) A kind of meal, prepared from meat and bread. 
(,38)) A well-known mountain in Al-Madina. 


(ts) Thunya (Ls) is a kind of trade in which a person sells the fruit of 
his garden still on trees for a certain price but on condition that he 
will keep some of its fruit. This is unlawful because ‘some’ is not a 
fixed measure, and it is fraudulent. 


(ait) A kind of alcoholic drink prepared from grapes. 
(ols) Shorts that cover the knees (used by wrestlers).

If somebody settles the price of 
an animal and pays a certain amount as earnest money that if he did 
not buy this animal, the seller will keep the earnest money and in 
case the deal is accomplished, the buyer will deduct the earnest 
money from the price paid. It is prohibited. 


(43,0!) The tree which produces Maghdfir. 


(+!) One-tenth of the yield of land to be levied for public assistance 
(Zakdt). (See Sahih Al-BukhGri, Vol. 2, Hadith No. 560). 


(.,>9!) The Revelation or Inspiration of Allah to His Prophets. 
(¢lz5) “May Allah be Merciful to you.’ 
(¢lby) ‘Woe upon you!’ 


(+Y5!) Al-Wala’ is a right to inherit the property of a freed slave to the 
person who has freed him.

(esis!) Perfect absolute Faith. 

(Sse!) A place in Sham. 

(34) One of the names of Al-Madina. 

(a3 p52) The 12th or 13th of Dhul-Hijja when the pilgrims leave 
Mina after performing all the ceremonies of Hajj at ‘Arafat, 
Al-Muzdalifa and Mina. 

(>is! p32) The day of slaughtering the sacrificial animals, i.e., the 10th of 
Dhul-Hijja. 

(ies; pg) The eighth day of the month of Dhul-Hijja, when the pilgrims 
leave Makka for Mina. 

(csi! ps2) Meaning ‘day of heads’. It is the name of the day following the 
‘Eid day (‘Eid-al-Adha). 

(sLs3!) A certain fixed proportion of the wealth and of the each and every 
kind of the property liable to Zakdt of a Muslim to be paid yearly for the 
benefit of the poor in the Muslim community. The payment of Zakat is 
obligatory as it is one of the five pillars of Islam. Zakat is the major 
economic means for establishing social justice and leading the Muslim 
society to prosperity and security.. 

(bul! sLs5) An obligatory Sadaqd to be given by Muslims before the 
prayer of ‘Eid-al-Fitr (See Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, The Book of 
Zakdt-al-Fitr, Page No. 339). 

(p33) The sacred well inside the Haram (the grand mosque) at Makka. 
(2335)1) Atheists. 

(6,3) A kind of good smelling grass. 


* (bs) Noon, mid-day Salat (prayer) is called Zuhr prayer.
